As you know, there are a number of 
legislative initiatives pending in the State 
House and State Senate which may be 
addressed in the so-called lame duck 
session, which will occur between the 
General Election and the end of the 
year. A number of these bills address 
issues on which you have already taken 
positions as a gubernatorial candidate. 

In particular, there are six pieces of 
legislation which many believe will have 
a negative effect on ordinary working 
families in Michigan.

Michigan a "right to work" state; 

e Senate Bill 1126, which would re- 
quire a "waiting week" before receipt 
of unemployment benefits; and 

¢ House Bill 5870, which, like vouch- 
ers, would allow state income tax 
credits for private education. 

| am writing this letter asking you to 

pledge to oppose these six bills. 

In addition, there are four bills pend- 
ing in the Legislature which will benefit 
our state and ordinary working families. 
Those bills are: 
¢ House Bill 4240, which would screen 

first-graders for reading problems and 
require teacher training in detecting 
reading disorders; 

* Senate Bill 146, which would ban 
unregulated Canadian and out-of- 
state trash; 


¢ House Bill 4049, which would in- 
crease the minimum wage and index 
it to inflation; and 

¢ House Bills 4740—44, which would 
require insurance companies, includ- 
ing health insurance companies, to 
pay claims on time. 

| am asking that you pledge to support 

these four bills and work for their pas- 

sage in the Legislature this year. 

It is critical that the people of Michi- 
gan know where you stand on these 
particular issues before the election so 
they may make an informed decision 
when they go to the polls on Tuesday, 
November 5.

¢ Authorize the state to issue general 
obligation bonds pledging the full faith 
and credit of the state for the payment 
of principal and interest on the bonds.
